CHURCH  COMITY  IS  FUNCTION  OF  LOCAL  COUNCIL 
SBC  WiM  Not  To  Join  Into  Denominotionol  Group*

Dr.  Samuel  McCrea  Cavert,  General 
Secretary  of  the  Federal  Council  of 
Churches,  takes  exception  to  my 
article  on  why  Southern  Baptists  have 
not  joined  the  Federal  Council.  He 
wrote  to  me  as  follows: 

‘T  am  sure  you  will  not  mind  my 
calling  attention  to  a  serious  mu- 
statement  of  fact  ♦hich  you  have 
made  in  your  article.  I  am  sure  that 
you  have  made  the  misstatement  in 
good  faith  but  as  a  matter  of  fact 
it  represents  a  grave  misunderstand¬ 
ing  of  the  Federal  Council.  You  say 
that  “when  Southern  Baptists  enter¬ 
ed  California,  they  found  towns  of 
several  thousand  people  In  which 
there  was  not  a  church,  because 
Northern  Baptists  were  prohibited 
from  entering  these  towns  by  the 
Federal  Council  of  Churches  with 
which  they  were  associated.”  There 
Is  absolutely  no  basis,  whatever,  In 
fact  for  saying  that  Northern  Baptists 
or  any  other  group  of  churches  were 
ever  “prohibited”  from  enterink  any 
town  In  California  or  anywhere  else 
by  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches." 

I  wrote  Dr.  Cavert:  ‘The  statement 
to  which  you  call  my  attention  was 
Indeed  made  in  good  faith.  Certainly 
I  shall  be  glad  to  correct  any  error 
for  there  is  enough  that  can  be  said 
on  the  subject  without  going  beyond 
the  facts.  Before  doing  so,  however.  I 
should  like  to  have  your  answer  to 
the  following  questions: 

“L  Does  the  Federal  Connell  dis¬ 
courage  and  counsel  against  one  de¬ 
nomination  establishing  a  chnrch  In  a 
community  where  there  are  existing 
church  of  other  denominations? 

”2.  Is  there  a  comity  arrangement 
or  gentleman’s  agreement  between 
the  constituent  members  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Connell  denominations  that  none 
of  them  will  go  Into  a  community  for 
the  establishing  of  a  chnrch  where 
there  are  already  established  church¬ 
es  of  other  denominations?” 

Dr.  Cavert  answered  as  follows: 
“The  matter  of  counseling  with  re¬ 
gard  to  church  comity  In  local  com¬ 
munities  Is  not  a  function  of  thn 
Federal  Council  of  the  Church  of 
Christ  in  America  but  of  the  local 
councils  of  churches  created  by  thn 
churches  of  the  communities  them¬ 
selves. 

"There  Is  an  agreement  formulated 
by  seven  or  eight  of  the  home  mis¬ 
sionary  boards  cooperating  In  thn 
Home  Missions  Council  that  they  win

Refugees  Are  An 
Asset  In  Finland

Suppose  you  are  living  in  an  urban- 
rural  community. of  5000  inhabitants 
which  Is  asked  to  make  room  In  a 
short  period  of  time  for  600  homeless 
and  jobless  people. 

Yet  exactly  that  Is  being  done  In 
Finland  today — not  in  one.  but  In 
hundreds  of  communities — to  make 
room  for  400,000  refugees  from  Kare¬ 
lia.  the  eastern  frontier  province 
ceded  to  Russia  by  the  peace  treaty. 
The  writer  of  this  article  made  a  re¬ 
cent  visit  to  one  such  community  near 
the  Finnish  city  of  Mikkeli,  In  the 
company  of  a  Bishop  of  the  Finnish 
Church  who  had  chosen  with  practi¬ 
cally  100  percent  of  his  fellow  Kare¬ 
lians  to  forsake  homes.  Jobs,  land, 
and  factories  and  start  life  all  over 
again  In  an  unknown  part  of  their 
country  rather  than  lose  their  cher¬ 
ished  freedom. 

The  Best  Of  Feeling 

At  the  community  school  we  were 
greeted  by  the  Principal  of  the  school 
and  his  wife  who  conducted  us  on  a 
tour  of  the  four  classrooms.  In  spite 
of  the  serious  overcrowding,  lessons 
seemed  to  be  proceeding  In  an  orderly 
and  effective  manner.  The  Principal 
said  there  was  the  best  of  feeling  be¬ 
tween  the  older  pupils  and  the  new¬ 
comers. 

After  *  delightful  visit  over  coffee 
cups  In  (he  small  apartment  of  our 
guides,  we  were  called  for  by  a  Kare¬ 
lian  refugee,  Aataml  (Finnish  for 
Adam)  Nuora,  who  drove  us  with  his 
hone  over  narrow  roads  to  the  farm¬ 
house  of  his  Karelian  friends,  the 
Kiesilalnans.  Before  entering  the 
house.  Mr.  Klesilalnan  pointed  out  the 
extent  of  his  new  farm  He  assured  as 
we  could  not  see  more  than  10  percent 
of  It.  This  was  not  due  to  Its  great 
state — It  comprised  only  15  acres — but 
to  Its  irregular  shape,  for  It  had  been

What  Happened  la  The  CHiea 

Aa  this  revolution  became  more 
manifest,  the  urban  churches  entered 
upon  a  great  era  of  expansion.  Oo  to 
the  record  and  see  how  town  and  city 
churches  grew  in  the  90's  and  on  Into 
the  20th  Century.  You  will  be  amazed 
to  observe  how  many  town  and  city 
churches  erected  new  and  larger 
houses  of  worship  from  1890  to  1914. 
This  constant  flow  of  human  wealth 
from  the  country  to  the  towns  and 
cities  accounted  for  this  great  streng¬ 
thening  of  the  urban  churches. 

But  the  national  birth  rate  began  to 
decline  in  direct  ratio  to  the  shift  of 
population  from  the  country  to  the 
dty.  Only  Salt  Take  City  maintained 
a  birth  rate  sufficient  to  reproduce  it¬ 
self.  Fewer  and  fewer  people  on  the 
farm  were  providing  food  and  fiber 
for  the  rapidly  growing  urban  popula¬ 
tions,  until  today  to  percent  of  the 
people  live  in  urban  communities, 
and  only  40  percent  in  rural  com¬ 
munities.  The  world  over  70  percent 
of  the  people  are  rural,  SO  percent 
urban.  America  has  developed  a  west¬ 
ern  pattern  of  population  and  cul¬ 
ture,  in  which  the  ratio  is  reversed. 

The  Industrial  Tread 

In  the  midst  of  the  quiet  revolution 
above  cited,  another  major  trend  set 
Industry  turned  its  future  develop¬ 
ment  toward  the  8outh,  due  to  the 
advantage  of  climate,  nearness  to 
much  of  the  raw  material,  and  Anglo- 
Saxon  labor. 

A  new  factory  has  been  built  in  the 
South  every  two  hours  since  1940. 

A  present  reason  for  this  trend  is 
to  get  these  Industrial  communities 
as  far  out  in  the  open  country  as  pos¬ 
sible  to  protect  them  from  possible 
atomic  warfare.  Something  to  think 
about,  eh? 

With  rapidly  growing  urban  com¬ 
munities,  and  the  coming  of  industry 
into  the  South,  the  country  church 
witnessed  the  rise  of  many  cults.  They 
have  enlisted  many  Baptists  because 
there  was  no  local  Baptist  church,  at 
work.  Add  to  the  above  facts  the  an¬ 
nouncement  that  the  Roman  Catholic 
hierarchy  is  already  working  on  a 
200-year  program  to  win  rural  Amer¬ 
ica,  including  the  negroes. 

Mechanised  Farming  And  Live  Stock 

Meanwhile,  mechanized  farming 
and  the  shift  from  cotton  and  corn 
to  live  stock,  dairying  and  truck  crops, 
plus  changing  foreign  markets,  have 
brought  another  revolution  in  the 
rural  life  of  the  South.  Better  educat¬ 
ed  farm  youth,  with  the  training  of 
such  wonderful  movements  as  the  4-H 
Clubs,  means  that  today  one  fanner 
cam  accomplish  more  than  six  farmers 
could  50  years  ago. 

This  offers  new  hope  for  the  rural 
church — not  in  numbers,  perhaps,  but 
in  the  stability  of  the  membership. 
But  Just  here  we  have  to  remember 
that  unless  the  country  church  offers 
a  vital  spiritual  program,  reaching  out 
to  influence  the  whole  life  of  the 
people,  your  modem  farmer  may  get 
in  his  car  on  Sunday  and  go  to  town 
church,  if  he  goes  to  church  at  all. 
What  Are  Baptists  Doing  A  boot  It?

The  average  age  of  this  constant 
How  of  life  from  rural  to  urban  com¬ 
munities  has  been  18  -  year  -  old 
young  men  and  women  of  abil¬ 
ity  drawn  Into  the  cities  by 
the  promise  of  greater  income 
and  further  educational  advantages, 
leaving  behind  the  youth  of  less  edu¬ 
cation  and  lower  earning  capacity. 

The  result:  static  membership  in 
the  rural  churches,  and.  in  many  in¬ 
stances,  even  declining  membership 
roills,  not  to  mention  the  ultimate  ef¬ 
fect  of  drawing  off  this  wealth  of 
leadership  for  the  total  rural  scene. 

The  Penaer  Pattern 
The  original  pattern  of  rural  life  in 
this  country,  particularly  here  in  the 
South,  was  very  simple  and  very 
powerful.  The  country  store  was  the 
economic  and  social  unit.  There  the 
people  gathered,  almost  dally,  to  bar¬ 
ter  and  talk  with  one  another.  What¬ 
ever  news  was  to  be  had  of  the  com¬ 
munity  and  the  world  was  disseminat¬ 
ed  at  the  store  around  the  stove  in 
the  winter,  on  the  porch  in  the  sum- 


aot  make  grants  to  aid  to  a  local 
church  to  a  community  where  a 
careful  survey  has  made  it  dear  that 
the  community  is  already  adequately 
churched  by  other  denominations 
which  are  parties  to  the  agreement. 
This  does  not  prevent  the  establish¬ 
ing  of  a  new  church;  it  only  means 
that,  under  these  conditions,  the 
church  will  not  be  supported  by  mis¬ 
sionary  help  from  outside.” 

I  wrote  to  a  number  of  brethren 
in  California  to  ascertain  the  facts  as 
they  saw  them,  and  to  get  their  Im¬ 
pression  of  the  situation.  The  pastor 
of  one  of  the  greatest  Northern  Bap¬ 
tist  Churches  in  Southern  California, 
after  conferring  with  other  leaders, 
wrote  me  as  follows: 

“The  Federal  Council  of  Churches 
has  not  prohibited  Northern  Baptists 
from  entering  towns  to  California 
where  there  are  no  Baptist*  churches. 
The  California  Church  Federation,  an 
autonomous  organisation,  has  had  a 
comity  agreement  among  Protestants 
whereby  they  have  sought  to  limit  the 
number  of  different  denominations  in 
the  an  all  communities.” 

A  Southern  Baptist  leader  wrote  me 
as  follows: 

There  is  plenty  of  evidence  here  la 
California  that  your  statement  is  cor¬ 
rect.  The  Home  Missions  Council  de¬ 
termines,  for  example,  what  denomi¬ 
nations  shall  bo  allowed  to  establish 
aad  maintain  a  church  or  eharches  in 
each  town  and  dty  and  rural  com¬ 
munity  in  the  Northern  Baptfct  Con- 
ventlon  territory. 

“When  Southern  Baptists  began  or¬ 
ganizing  churches  in  the  Mojave 
Desert  area,  they  were  met  at  each 
and  every  town  with  protest  from  the 
local  Congregational  Community 
Churches  with  the  statement  that 
that  area  had  keen  assigned  to  Con- 
gregationalists  aad  that  Baptists  were 
net  permitted  to  organise  churches 
there.  Wo  now  have  dx  Southern 
Baptist  Churches  to  an  area  of  9, MS 
■qnare  miles  where  Northern  Baptists 
had  never  established  a  Baptist

The  schoolhouse,  usually  immedi¬ 
ately  adjacent  to  the  meeting  house, 
was  the  educational  and  cultural  cen¬ 
ter  of  the  community.  The  teacher, 
necessarily  a  person  of  Influence,  had 
to  possess  marked  ability  and  high 
purpose. 

The  meeting  house  was  the  religious 
center  of  the  community,  and  the 
church  was  more  than  a  meeting 
place— it  usually  dominated  the 
thinking  of  the  people  in  their  total 
outlook  on  life. 

The  Quid  Revolution 

With  the  turn  of  the  century,  the 
country  store  began  to  lose  out  to  the 
fancy  groceries.  Rural  mall  delivery 
brought  the  world  to  every  doorstep. 
Then  came  the  telephone  and  the 
radio.  About  two  decades  ago,  the  con¬ 
solidated  school  idea  took  hold,  and 
the  former  neighborhood  schoolhouse 
was  abandoned  and  became  the 
dwelling  place  of  goats  and  owls  and 
tramps. 

Only  the  church  remained.  In  many 
instances  the  church  simply  sat  down 
and  wondered,  hanging  its  harp  on 
the  traditional  willow  trees.  Some  saw 
what  was  happening,  and  began  pray¬ 
erfully  and  intelligently  to  cope  with

For  this  last  July  we  received  something  like  $15,000  less  than  we  received 
July  of  last  year  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

This  was  for  the  calendar  reason  that  the  month  ended  on  Sunday  and  many 
churches  waited  until  the  first  of  August  to  send  in  their  contribution.  The  first 
days  of  August  we  received  $3,000,  $5,000.  and  $8,000  daily. 

The  above  loss  is  for  the  further  reason  that  a  few  “holy”  churches  are  with¬ 
holding  Cooperative  Program  contributions. 

The  loss  is  for  the  further  reason  doubtless  that  some  churches  dc  not  apprec¬ 
iate  the  fact  that  help  is  being  refused  needy  churches  when  money  is  in  hand  to 
extend  that  help. 

Lastly,  a  business  recession  experienced  in  some  phases  of  business  including 
strike  situations  take  a  toll  also. 

Regardless  of  the  reasons  Mississippi  Baptists  lost  in  Cooperative  Program  re¬ 
ceipts  Ibis  July  over  July  a  year  ago.  That  makes  Satan  happy.  That  makes  Kell 
happy.  That  makes  sons  of  Satan  happy.

More  Convention 
Comment 

Wc  continue  in  this  issue  giving 
comment  by  various  editors  con¬ 
cerning  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention. 

Several  editors  question  the 
methods  used  by  the  Illinois  dele¬ 
gation  in  promoting  the  campaign 
to  get  Chicago  named  as  the  1950 
meeting  place.  Dr.  Livingston 
Mays  was  quoted  last  week.  Below 
we  quote  Dr.  B.  H.  Duncan,  editor 
of  the  Arkansas  Baptist: 

“Metltods,  means,  and  tactics 
should  always  Ijg  as  thoroughly 
Christian  as  the  objectices  toward 
which  we  are  working.  To  win  a 
noble  victory  by  questionable 
methods  detracts  from  the  victory 
itself.  Paul  raises  this  question  in 
the  third  chapter  of  Homans,  and 
soundly  condemns  such  practice. 

We  point  out  certain  instances 
when  tactics  of  doubtful  Christian 
character  were  used,  not  to  cast 
reflection  upon  any  individual  or 
group,  but  to  call  attention  to  a 
tendency  that  may  result  in  ser¬ 
ious  damage  to  our  Convention 
procedure,  unles  it  is  held' in  check 
by  a  proper  regard  for  Christian 
tactics  and  methods  as  well  as 
Christian  objectives. 

Instructed  to  Applaud 
The  Illinois  delegate  had  a  well- 
planned  promotional  campaign  to 
win  the  Convention  vote  for  Chi¬ 
cago  as  the  meeting  place  for  1950. 
They  executed  their  campaign 
with  great  skill.  For  their  zeal  and 
skill  they  are  to  be  commended. 

However,  a  statement  in  The 
Illinois  Baptist  concerning  the 
methods  used  by  the  Illinois  dele¬ 
gation  causes  us  to  wonder  about 
the  consistency  of  those  methods. 
The  *  following  quotation  speaks 
for  itself:  “Dr.  Taylor  then  spoke 
briefly,  emphasizing  the  hotel  ac¬ 
commodations  and  other  facili¬ 
ties  which  Chicago  and  the  Illinois 
Baptists  were  offering.  His  mes¬ 
sage  was  acclaimed  with  applause 
from  time  to  time,  especially  when 
the  mention  of  hotel  rooms  was 
made. 

‘This  didn’t  happen  accidental¬ 
ly.  for  the  night  before  many  of 
the  Illinois  messengers  were  in¬ 
structed  to  be  on  hand  and  to  be 
scattered  over  the  entire  auditor¬ 
ium.  They  were  to  applaud  when 
the  mention  of  sufficient  rooms 
were  made.  It  is  the  old  Missis¬ 
sippi  strategy  of  appearing  to  havq 
much  by  having  it  scattered  over 
the  entire  building.” 

It  was  perfectly  right  for  Dr. 
Taylor  to  “emphasize  the  hotel  ac¬ 
commodations  and  other  facilities 
which  Chicago  and  Illinois  Bap¬ 
tists  were  offering.”  The  entire 
Convention  constituency  should 
appreciate  the  invitation  extend¬ 
ed  by  Dr.  Taylor,  on  behalf  of  Il¬ 
linois  Baptists,  and  the  adequate 


facilities  which  were  promised. 

But  the  applause  which  greeted 
Dr.  Taylor’s  reference  to  ho¬ 
tel  rooms  was  in  deliberate  dis¬ 
regard  for  the  earnest  request  of 
President  R.  G.  Lee  that  the  body 
refrain  from  applause. 

But  it  may  be  argued  that 
there  was  applause  on  many  oth¬ 
er  occasions.  That  is  true.  But 
no  amount  of  applause  am  make 
the  practice  consistent  with  the 
spirit  that  should  prevail  in  such 
a  Christian  gathering. 

You  will  note,  -however,  that 
the  applause  which  greeted  the 
reference  to  hotel  rooms  was  de¬ 
liberately  planned.  It  didn’t  hap¬ 
pen  “accidentally,”  according  to 
The  Illinois  Baptist.  The  “Illinois 
mesengers  were  instructed  ...  to 
be  scattered  over  the  entire  audi¬ 
torium,”  and  to  “applaud  when 
the  mention  of  sufficient  rooms 
was  made.” 

Frankly,  that  sounds  like  the 
planning  for  a  political  conven¬ 
tion  rather  than  a  Christian  con¬ 
vention.  To  “instruct’  the  mes¬ 
sengers  to  applaud  in  oj>en  dis¬ 
regard  for  the  request  of  Presi¬ 
dent  Lee,  and  to  “instruct”  them 
to  so  posit  ionize  themselves  in 
the  auditorium  that  their  ap¬ 
plause  would  appear  to  be  com¬ 
ing  from  more  people  than  were 
actually  participating,  is  reprehen¬ 
sible  conduct  in  a  convention  of 
Christian  people.  No  group  of  mes¬ 
sengers  should  allow  themselves 
to  degrade  the  objective  for  which 
they  are  striving  by  stooping  to 
such  methods. 

It  is  probable  that  Chicago 
would  have  won  without  this  ques¬ 
tionable  strategy.  However  that 
may  be,  each  issue  which  is  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Convention  should 
be  upon  its  merit. 

If  an  issue  cannot  w'in  upon  its 
merit,  when  it  is  fairly  and  clearly 
presented,  then  it  does  not  deserve 
to  win.  If  an  issue  can  win  only 
by  its  advocates  bring  “instructed” 
to  dispursc  themselves  over  the 
entire  auditorium  and  “applaud” 
at  the  psychological  moment,  it 
deserves  to  fail. 

Discourteous  Remarks 
Wc  do  not  know  what  planning 
went  into  the  promotion  of  the 
Glorieta  site  for  the  Western  As¬ 
sembly,  whether  any  or  not. 
Though  there  was  a  definite  strat¬ 
egy  planned.  Wc  do  know,  how¬ 
ever,  that  certain  tactics  were  em¬ 
ployed  which  were  not  consistent 
with  Christian  behavior  on  such 
an  occasion. 

Discourteous  r|e  m  a  r  k  s  were 
made  from  both  the  auditorium 
and  from  the  speaker’s  platform 
concerning  the  majority  of  the 
committee.  The  minority  had  the 
right  to  present  its  report  before 
the  majority  report  was  discussed. 
After  reading  the  minority  report 
the  remainder  of  the  time  should 


have  been  divided  equally  between 
the  two  report*.  However,  the  mi¬ 
nority  took  practically  all  the  re- 
maining  time  and  wai  unwilling 
to  extend  the  time  for  further  dis¬ 
cussion.  When  a  motion  was 
made  the  time,  one  of  the  advo¬ 
cates  of  the  minority  report,  who 
was-  on  the  platform,  was  heard 
to  shout,  “No.  We  have  it  won. 
We  won’t  want  any  more  time. 
Let’s  vote  now  while  we’ve  got  it." 

The  advocates  of  any  proposi¬ 
tion,  who  are  afraid  or  are  un¬ 
willing  for  the  opposition  to  be 
heard,  are  themselves  standing  on 
questionable  ground. 

Dr.  E.  D.  Solomon,  Mississip- 
pian  and  editor  of  the  Florida  Bap¬ 
tist  Witness  was  greatly  impressed 
by  the  Convention  and  wrote  as 
follows: 

“The  more  I  reflect  on  the 
meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  the  more  profound  it 
all  appears.  What  does  all  this  im¬ 
mense  throng  of  people  mean- 
What  is  it  all  about?  All  these 
beautiful  women  and  these  strong 
men.  We  doubt  if  there  is  a  body 
of  people  meeting  in  America  with 
more  College  graduates,  more  in¬ 
telligence  and  more  devoutly  reli¬ 
gious  people  than  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  Those  in  the 
congregation  are  as  intelligent  as 
those  on  the  platform.  There  is 
no  mob  psychology.  The  people 
who  vote  on  re|x>rts  are  equal  with 
those  who  make  reports.  They  are 
just  as  intelligent  and  informed. 
They  know  what  they  believe  ami 
what  they  want.  They  are  God 
fearing,  earnest  praying,  liberty 
loving  and  highly  intelligent  peo¬ 
ple.  It  is  no  ordinary  set  of  people 
ruled  by  their  prejudices  and  emo¬ 
tions.  They  arc  capable  of  democ¬ 
racy.  Democracy  is  safe  in  their 
hands.  They  can  be  trusted  to  do 
right. 

Then  we  have  safe  and  sound 
leaders.  I  mean  those  who  have 
been  elected  to  official  positions. 
They  know  God  and  believe  the 
Bible  and  love  people.  They  arc 
“Bond-servants  of  Jesus  Christ” 
and  servants  of  the  people.  But 
wc  have  not  come  to  millennium 
yet  so  we  still  have  a  fringe  of  in¬ 
sanity  and  a  border  of  selfishness. 
We  do  not  forget  all  of  us  are  sin¬ 
ners  saved  by  grace. 

I  have  attended  fifty  meetings 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion.  I  have  seen  our  great  old 
leaders  pass  on  to  the  great  be¬ 
yond.  A  new  generation  has  come 
to  the  front.  They  are  doing  a  bet¬ 
ter  job  than  the  old  ones.  They 
have  a  great  foundation  upon 
w-hich  to  build.  I  am  encouraged, 
yea  delighted.  Last  year  Southern 
Baptists  organized  more  churches, 
baptized  more  converts,  received 
more  members,  built  more  new 
church  houses,  ordained  more

formed  from  fo«r  parcel*  of  land 
carved  from  aa  many  small  neighbor¬ 
ing  farms. 

The  father  continued  to  tell  ua 
about  his  land  of  which  he  was  inor¬ 
dinately  proud.  After  draining  the 
swamp  land  next  summer,  he  was 
certain  that  with  hard  work  he  and 
his  family  could  raise  enough  food 
for  themselves  and  have  enough  left 
over  to  sell  or  exchange  for  the 
clothes  and  tools  they  could  not  pro¬ 
duce  on  the  land. 

Living  In  A  Barn 

Next  we  visited  the  Siitoneens.  They 
lived  in  two  rooms  at  one  end  of  their 
newly -constructed  bam.  The  father 
apologized  for  this,  explaining  that 
the  animals  which  provided  the  fam¬ 
ily  with  food  had.  of  course,  to  be 
taken  care  of  first.  With  a  wholesome 
pride,  he  went  on  to  say  that  with 
the  assistance  of  only  the  local  saw¬ 
mill.  he  and  his  family  had  construct¬ 
ed  it  with  their  own  hands,  almost 
entirely  from  trees  which  had  been 
standing  until  a  short  time  before  in 
the  nearby  wood  lot! 

Finally  Adam  drove  us  proudly  to 
his  own  farm.  His  family  had  been 
one  of  the  first  to  be  resettled.  Not 
only  did  he  own  a  sturdy  little  horse 
but  his  family  had  already  forsaken 
the  bam  in  which  it  originally  lived 
and  was  now  housed  in  a  small  but 
attractive  dwelling. 

The  experience  of  resettling  refu¬ 
gees  in  Finland  seems  to  show  that 
resettlement  need  not  necessarily  re¬ 
duce  the  standard  of  living  for  any¬ 
one.  Preliminary  indications  are  that 
the  more  Intensive  operation  of  the 
smaller  farms  and  the  reclamation  of 
swamp  and  other  poor  land  is  rapid¬ 
ly  bringing  the  per  capita  farm  pro¬ 
duction  back  to  what  it  was  before 
resettlement,  and  eventually  may  in¬ 
crease  it.  The  resettlement  of  urban 
refugees  has  not  lowered  the  per  capi¬ 
ta  industrial  production. 

America's  Resettlement  Problem 
Our  country,  like  Finland,  has  a  re¬ 
settlement  problem.  It  may  not  be  a 
problem  for  some  of  our  people,  but 
it  certainly  is  for  Christians  who  will 
fail  in  their  obligations  if  any  ef  the 
105 .000  refugees  permitted  by  Public 
Law  774  are  not  able  to  come  to  this 
country  because  individual  Christians 
and  their  local  churches  have  not 
found  homes  and  Jobs  for  them. 

Some  may  say  that  the  problems  of 
the  two  countries  are  not  comparable, 
for  Finland  is  asked  to  find  places  for 
fellow  Finns,  we  for  foreigners.  Fin¬ 
land's  advantage  here  is  granted  But 
^rfls  more  than  offset  by  an  advantage 
we  have.  We  are  asked  to  settle  one 
refugee  for  every  600  Inhabitants, 
Finland  one  for  every  eight  inhabi¬ 
tants!  When  confronted  with  a  per¬ 
son  in  need,  a  Christian  does  not  ask 
“Is  he  from  my  land  or  some  other?” 
His  only  question  is.  “Do  I  have  the 
means  with  which  to  meet  his  need?” 
-  The  need  of  the  205.000  refugees  is 
certain,  and  most  Christians  are  con¬ 
fident  that  we  have  the  economic 
means  for  meeting  the  need  of  that 
number  and  more. 

Finland  has  practically  solved  her 
refugee  problem.  WIM  the  United 
States  of  America  do  as  well?  Those 
who  know  our  country’s  traditional 
friendship  for  the  oppressed  people 
of  other  lands  are  confident  that  she 
will.  In  any  event  the  Christians  of 
America  during  the  next  few  months 
will  provide  the  answer  which  will  be 
written  Into  the  history  books  of  our 
children  and  their  children.  May  they 
read  that  America  continued  in  the 
twentieth  century,  as  it  had  in  prev-
